Auditor's Agent Frank Lucas, of 
Paducah, will resist the effort to out' 
him from office. He claims he has 
over two yenrs yet to strve. lie said 
today that be, with the other audit- 
ors agents, was appoint'd for foui 
years and not to retire when Auditor 
Coulter went out of office. 

These agents, Mr. Lucas, of Padu- 
cah. Mr. A N. Harrison, la'Xingtoti 
T. C. Albritton, Mar held, and George 
H. Alexa der, of Louisville, were ap- 
pointed tyro years ago and Auditor 
Hager will make au effort to dispense 
with their services and put in fonr of 
his own friends. 

He has appointed Mr. Joseph A. Fo 
qua, of Owensboro, to succeed Mr. Al- 
britton, who was ouly recently reao - 1 
pointed for four years, and will make 
a test case of it. Mr. Fuqua is fath- 
er-in-law of Governor Beckham. 

Mr. Albritton has employed Kobn* 
Baird A Sp indle, of Lonisville, and 
White & Ray, of Frankfort, to contest 
she auditor’s action in ousting him in 
the middle of bis term. 

Not onlv because he wants to make 
room for organ! zat ion adherents, but I 
because he w tsbeg to weed out appoin- 
tees of Mr. Coulter, to whom be is an- 
tagonistic, is Mr. Hager anxious to 
remove the appointees of the retiring 
auditor, and au interesting legal tight 
■will result. 

The position of auditor’s agents are 1 
good paring ones and when the bill 
creating them was drafted It was Au- , 
ditor Coulter’s intention that his ap- 
pointees should hold office after his re- 
tirement. 

If Mr. Albritton win* his suit all of 
the agents remain in office. If ne 
loses Auditor Hager may till the four 
places. 

Discussing the matter Mr. Albritton 
said : 

“Therevenne act of the 1202 session 
became iqurntive in Joue. lima au- 
thoii/.mg the an litor to appoint not 
exc-e ii g fonr revenne agents for the 
state at large. The art ■ etinitely fixed 
their t rui at fonr years It did unt 
confer open the auditor the |>ower to 
remove any snoh agent. The auditor 
has no powi r to remove, unless the 
sitecific authority is conferred by the 
statutes which was pot done in this 
case The contention is made that 
the term of revet, ue agent expires with 
that of the auditor Thia contention 
is fallacious, for tae n anon that the 
legisla nr, passed this act daring the 
middle ot an auditor’s term, and con- 
ferred n pon him the authority to ap- 
point for tonr years. 

“Had the legislature intended for 
the revenue agent’s term to expire 
with that nt the anditor thiy would 
not have authorized the auditor to ap- 
point tor four years in the middle of 
his term It wight as well he sai I | 
that next November Mayor Graiuger, 
of Lonisville, cannot appoint a oorpo- ^ 
ration coousel for the term of font 
years, although the legislature has 
conferred that authority on him. 

“The question of the revenue agenta 
for tin state at large . o serve out their 
full term of four years has been sub | 
nutted to some of the best lawyers of j 
the state, and the opinion has been j 
given, without exception, that the | 
agents have the right to serve out j 
their full terras."

It is understood that the next legis- 
lature will be asked to pass a law that 
will make impossible in the future the 
marriage in Kentucky ot this class of 
1 matrimonial pilgrims. — 

A bill to prohibit the marriage <¥ 
first cousins has been proposed several 
times and at one session many mar 
riaget were precipitated because of 
the belief that it would become a law 
It is contended that the intermarriage 
of mountain families is the cause of 
much of the bloodshed iu tnat section 
of the state. 

Feuds in which various factions are 
implicated often result In the mordcr 
of monutaineers by their near rela- 
tives, and it Is believed that by the 
prohibition of the marriage of first 
cousins and the infusion of new blood 
into the mountain families a better 
clasa of oittzens would result. 

"An investigation of the recent fend 
in Breathitt county," said a politician 
at Louisville, "showed that nearly ev- 
ery one implicated in the so called 
Hargis -Cockrill feud was related to 
his enemies. Iu some instances first 
cousin* were deadly enemies and again 
uncles aud nephews were found align 
•d with opiHMing factions. In many 
states twotuiacuooB intermarriage is , 
prevented by law, aud II should be so 
here.'

Unless the ice from the preeent oold 
snap breaks quiokly enough to float 
dowu and overtake them, the coal will 
be taken on down to New Orleans, 
where come fear of a coal famine ia 
be log expreaaed.

They are the prop- 
erty of the Monongahcia River Consol- 
idated Ooal and Coke company. It is 
probable that no other attempts to 
trantqiort coal will be made for eeveral 
weeks to ocme.
